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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In pages 7-9 of Remark, regarding claim 1 , 
Applicant argues that "there is no disclosure in Chin of querying for an access point, which is used to route messages to the hosts." 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Chin's col. 13 lines 10-40 teaches querying the gateway address in addition to the host address as 
supported by Chin's col. 13 lines 25-29 in view of col. 10 lines 50-60 disclosure of replying a IPv6 gateway address (GW-B) on top of the 
host address. If there is no query and no response for the gateway's address, the received host private address would be unusable for 
network routing, and it would defeat the purpose of establishing communication between two hosts. 

In page 9 of Remark, Applicant argues that Chin fails to disclose the private name server as recited in claim 12. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Chin's col. 13 line 25 teaches a DNS-ALG which is interpreted as a private name server. 

In page 9 of Remark, regarding claim 19, Applicant argues that the combination of Laurila and Chin fails to teach an l-CSCF contact point. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Since both gateway and l-CSCF act as an access point/gateway to other nodes, it would have been 
obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to substitute a known element (l-CSCF) for another (gateway) for a 
predictable result. Another option is to implement the l-CSCF in Chin for a motivation of controlling call session.. 
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
